Himſelf for His Privy-G@ancil, and who had fram'd the Model of his 
Empire upon Principles, that were deduced from nothing lower than Di- 
vine Inſpiration, We might have expected to have heard of ſome wor- 
derſul Plan, or Artificial Scheme of Government, furpaſſing all the re- 


find Wit, and ſubtle Contrivance of an Earthly Machiavel: when We 


might have hoped to have ſeen all his Secrets of Empire, the abſtruſe and 
hidden Speculations of that dark and myſterioos Science reveal d: by

in Peace and Defend it in War. Whilſt they are made Uſe of as the 
Means to promote the True Eads and Deſigns of Government, to Efta» | 
bliffi Juſtice, to Sapport the Power of Law and Equity, to Maintain Re- 
ligion, to Encourage Induſtry and Wit in the Invention of Propagation 
of Arts, Trades, and Sciences, and'Trafick, when they are made the Re- 
ward of Men of Worth and Probity, of Eloquence and Learning, of 
Courage and Bravery, and all-other Meritorious Accompliſhments, that 
are Requitite to Mankind, Traly' Great and Truly Good, and the only 
Methods of making Them ſo. I ſay, when Wealth and Power are ap- 
ply'd to theſe Divine Uſes, they cannot but make à Nation Happy and 
Glorious, Succeſstul and Victerious in All their Undertakings and En- 5 
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deavours. And that becauſe, GO D never fails to ſend his Bleſſings 8 


long with theſe Procedures, vhich are the moſt Manifeſt Declarations of 
His Juſtice and Providence in the World, and the moſt effectual ways to 


Eſtabliſh True Religion and Equity upon Earth, Riches thus apply'd 
are the Nouriſhment; Life, and Support of Government. And we ſhall 
without all queſtion find, that where - ever any Nations have become Great 


and Honourable in the World, and have Exalted Themſelves Above their 


Neighbours in Grandeur and Power, they have Riſen by Theſe Methods 
of Juſtice and Religion. But when the Deſire of Encreaſing Eſtates, En- 
larging the Bounds of Empire, and Extending either Publick or Private 
Dominion, Beyond the Borders of Juſtice or Honour, by Avarice and Am- 
bition, by Pride or Oppreſſion, by Revenge or Emulation, or any other 


Sordid or Baſe Means take place in a Kingdom, it may perhaps for the 


Preſent Seem to make an Addition to its Store, by Lay ing Lands to 


Lands, by Raifing the Publick Stock and Revenue, by Stipendiary Sub- 
ſidies of Forreign Provinces and Tributary People, it may Fill the Ex- 


chequer, encreaſe the Number and Strength of Armies and Navies, and 

make every Thing look Strangely Great, Formidable, and Flouriſhing 
about a State. But then generally what are the Conſequences of All 
theſe Pompous Circumſtances, are they as Durable as They ſeem Glori- 
ous'? Are they not the Certain Symptoms and Fore-runners of Sickneſs 


and Decay? When the Blood Boils High, it is Natural to Expect a 


Feaver. This is the Periodical State of Goverament. Where Oppreſ- 
ſion and Injuſtice Bear Rule, as They will certainly, where Ambition and 
Avarice make way for Them; (and where Wealth and Gain are the On- 
ly Marks and Aims of a Nation, it is Impoſſible it ſhould be Free from 

[Thoſe Vices ) where Theſe, I ſay, are Laid as the Baſis and Foundation 


of Government, they ſhall Eat like Moths, and Cankers, into the very 


Vitals of it, and Fetch down the Strongeſt Empire that ever was Rais d, 
into Ruin and Deſolation, It is no News in Hiſtory, to Hear of Nati- 


ons Sunk, and Broken by their Own Extravagant and Unwieldly Bulk, by 


their Over - grown and Exorbitant Greatneſs, GOD making Theſe Au- 


thors of Tyranny and Uſurpation to Puniſh and Correct Themſelves in 


the Natural Tendency of their Own Sins, and, Forcing Them to Signalize 
That Providence, which They Deny d, and Defy'd, in their Succeſs, and 


- Proſperity, x. 


What elſe was it thac Sunk That Great, Flouriſhing, and Potent Mo- 
narchy of the Aſrians, into a Poor, Deſpicable, and Diminutive State, 


but That Luxury, Senſuality, Pride, and Softneſs, which were the Na- 


tural Productions of Their Vaſt Wealth, Treaſure and Eaſe? When 


once a Warlike Nation, that has been Rais d by Hardſhip and Danger, 


by Fatigue and Toil, by Induſtry and Parſimony, by Diſcipline and Po- 


licy, is Unfortunately Caſt into the Hands of a Laviſh, Idle, and Ex- 


travagant Succeſſor, who makes His Pleaſure the End of Government, 
the Grandeur of His Predeceſſors hall only lead the Way to His Miſery. 


Aud ”tis generally ſeen, that Such an One ſhall Pull down and Deſtroy, 
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in the ſmall Compaſs of One Reign, what has been the Work and La- 
bour of Many Former Ages to Raiſe, As: a Plentiful Eſtate, Left to a. 
Prodigal Heir, Proves only the Inſtrument: of a more Splendid Ruin. 


One ſuch Effeminate Wretch as Sardanapalus is Enough to Subvert and 
Unravel, to Looſe, and Debauch away, All the Glorious Conquaſts of a 
Ninus and Semiramis. This was the Pitiful and Unfortunate Caſe of the 
Roman Empire, vhen it vas Advanc'd to that Prodigious Pirch of Great - 
neſs, Wealth, and Dominion, that the Whole World Beſide were but 
Stipendiary Vaſſals to its Will and Command; It Fell into the Hands of 
a Race of Degenerate, Unwarlike, Vicious Princes, that more Speedily 
and Effectually Undermin'd' That, which all the Malice, Wit, and Pow- 
er of Their Enemies had never been abe to Meleſt, or Diſcompoſe. So 

Dangerous, Fatal, and Deſtructive are Riches and Power in Themſelves, 
in the Government of Perſons that have not Reaſon, Prudence, and Re- 


ligion to Direct their Uſe, Nay, the very Encreaſe of their Greatneſs, | 


is oftentimes the Cauſe of their Ruin. Had not Alexander's Conqueſts, 


been ſo Widely Extended, but that He might have Left them in the Hands 


of a Single General, the Greek Empire might Probably have Laſted many 
Ages longer. But when it was Cut out into ſo many Parcels, and Can- 
tons, like a River Transfus'd; and Divided into Different Channels, its 
Strength was Diſpersꝰd and Loft, and Dwindl'd into Nothing. So that 
out of the Corruption of One Great Empire, Iſſued a' Swarm of Little 
Republicks, and Petty Principalities. CC 
WM When Once the Senſe of Publick Juſtice, Honour, aad Merit comes to 
be Abus d, Neglected, or Degraded; in a Kingdom, and nothing but Cor - 
rupt ion, Intereſt, and Bribery. Advanced into Their Places, it is High 


Time for the People to Look about Themſelves, and to Guard againſt the 


Encroaching Danger. Were there no ſuch Thing as Providence; it is 


Impoſſible but Such Courſes of Venality, and Dep.avation, ſhould: Na- 
turaly of Themſelves: Subvert, and Deſtroy, the Conſtitution of any 


Well founded Government. We ſniould ſee Learning, Morality, and B̃ra · 


very Sink into Nothing, for Want of Renard and Encouragement. What 
Greater Check, could be Caſt upon Men of an Apiring Genius, and K- 
levated Spirit, than to think that G O D had Beſtow'd'theſe Noble En- 
dowments upon em in vain, and in Spight: of thoſe: Diſtinguiſhing Qua- 
lities, whereby He had Markt Them out for the Service and Glory of 
Their Country, They muſt lie Abandon'd: and Forſaken, and Owe Their 
Riſe, not to their Merit and Abilities, but to their Favour, Fortune and 


Money! Thus We ſhould See norhing but an Univerſal Mart and Trade 
of Corruption, Propagated, and Carried on, Both in Church, and State. 


We ſhould See the Poſts, and Preferments of the One, Fill'd with Merce- 
nary, Little Knayes, That would Sell the Liberty, Honour. and Safety: of 
Their Country, for the vile Gain of a Penſion; and We ſnould Find the 
Holy Offices ef the Other, Proſtituted with an Ignorant, Mean, and Un- 
worthy Minifiry, that would Betray Their Own Church, Conſcience, and | 
Religion to ſerve.the Petty, and Scandalous Deſigus of a-Szenlay Intereſt.

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Theſe are the Noble Effects of Eſtabliſhing Government upon Riches, 
are not Bounded by: ſome Rules, and Laws; We ſhall quickly be Con- 


* Infolence, the Vain-glory, and Preſumption of Such People, as Truſt to 
Their Own Strength and Wealth, and, in the Height of Their Great- 
neſd, Forget that G O D who Gave it. To Conclude this Point, Wealth 


and Treaſure are the Abſclute, Dependant, and Precaribus Gifts of Pro- 
vidence, and only by Its Permiſſion a Saberdinate Means of Government ; 


and where They are made Uſe of, to Serve Unjaſt and NN! Ends, and not 
"Regulated by the Meafures of Reaſon, Juſtice, and Religion, They Natu-
